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Amtrak unveils rapid rail plans

Dearborn Mayor John O’Reilly 
officially welcomed the visitors and 
turned the meeting over to 
moderator Dingell, who is chairman 
of the House Energy and Commerce 
Committee, and Ford, who chairs 
the House Post Office and Civil 
Service Committee in Washington, 
DC. 

Ford informed the audience that 
the last Congress passed a bill that 
allocated $650-million to Amtrak by 
a vote of 266-84 in 1978. He cited the 
shortage of gasoline and stressed the 
urgency of getting mass transit 
underway. 

“When gas hits $3 a gallon, people 
will shy “Where’s a train! Why 
didn’t THEY do something about it 
before now?' It seems we re always 
thinking 10 to 20 years behind the 
times and now is the time we need to 
get on with upgrading rail service. 

“We want to repair roadbeds and 
do other improvements to help 


Amtrak,” Ford said. He further 
explained that Amtrak was not 
competitive with the auto industry, 
but supplemented it 

Dingell pointed out that Amtrak is 
heavily subsidized by government 
funds and said it was necessary 
because a rail system cannot make 
it on its own without federal 
financial assistance. 

Hercik informed the audience of 
proposed improvements in Am- 
trak’s service. 

“By late spring we want to have 
an Amtrak line from Kalamazoo to 
Chicago. Some S20 million has been 
invested in Amtrak since 1974 and 
during that seven years, we’ve seen 
the tremendous value of rail tran- 
sportation,” he said. 

Several local legislators and 
community officials from this area 
were at the meeting, including State 
Rep William Keith, whose 33rd 
district includes Inkster and Garden 
City, State Rep Edward Mahalak, 
whose 38th District encompasses 


Romulus and Huron Township, and 
Bob Beeny. a member of the City of 
Wayne’s Planning Commission 

’riiey listened as Amtrak Vice- 
President Cla.k Tyler explained the 
“Emerging Corridors” program 
that his company has studied. 

“The Emerging Corridors’ 
started with the Boston-to-Wash. 
D C route and was comfortable, fast 
and convenient,” Tyler said Our 
study centered on 20 corridor-type 
situations all over the nation. 
Congress asked us to go out and 
investigate these rail corridors and 
report back on Feb 15, 1981.” 

Tyler said he and his ad- 
ministrative staff talked with many 
people from local areas all over the 
nation to reach a conclusion which 
rail lines, or corridors, would be 
most necessary and productive. Of 
the original 18 corridors reviewed, 
Amtrak selected Detroit-Chicago 
and San Diego-Ixxs Angeles as the 
two routes with the highest poten- 
tial. 


“In 1978, Congress said they w'ould 
look at Amtrak route service and we 
outlined all our route service to 
them . We dropped the five least cost- 
effective routes and that helped go a 
long way to put us on a sound 
financial footing,” he said He 
pointed out that by November of this 
year Amtrak will be running all new 
or repaired trains with all new or 
upgraded equipment. 

“This past year we were on 
schedule for seven of the 12 months 
— a record better than the airlines’ 
’on-time' accomplishment Also, our 
on-time percentage for 1980 was 79 
percent, compared to 65 percent in 
1979 Our future is in short haul 
runs,” Tyler said. 

Bill Norman, another Amtrak 
official in the passenger end of the 
business, said his company was 
looking for extensive routes that 
ranged between 150 and 450 miles in 
length. “We want to help provide a 
balanced system of transportation 


with the airlines, buses and other 
modes of travel,” Norman said 

In answer to a question from the 
audience, Norman said 60 percent of 
those riding Amtrak trains 300 miles 
or less are on business trips. “As the 
distance gets longer, trips are for 
discretionary purposes,” he said 
“Overall, 70 percent of trips on 
Amtrak are discretionary while 30 
percent are business trips. ’ ’ 

Norman answered a Toronto 
man's question with the response 
that Amtrak hopes to have a New 
York-to-Toronto and Chicago-to- 
Toronto route as soon as possible 

“We have also taken an 
aggressive approach to helping the 
handicapped,” Norman continued. 
“We keep a regular tally on con- 
ditions and recently allocated $2 
million to provide facilities in our 
Amtrak stations for the han- 
dicapped, including special 
w heelchair lifts. 

“All our stations are set up to 


handle the handicapped and we have 
plans for full accessibility to all our 
stations. 

Tyler said that Amtrak currently 
runs three trains per day between 
Detroit and Chicago. “We plan to 
add three or six more per day. These 
figures are not firm, it could be two 
or four runs, or any number in- 
between as needed.” 

Dingell summarized the meeting 
as very productive and informative. 

“We heard the needs and concerns 
of the people and how they feel. Also, 
we gathered some appreciation 
about the needs of moving freight by 
rail,” Dingell said. 

Ford added, “It’s even more 
important that Amtrak has in- 
formation and input from people in 
our area to take back for its report to 
Congress on Feb. 15. 

“We’ll (Congress) be having 
authorization hearings in the first 
part of the year to discuss how much 
money to allocate to Amtrak.”

(Continued from Page A-l) 
purpose of producing a visible or 
audible effect by combustion, ex- 
plosion, deflagration or detonation, 
and shall include blank cartridges, toy 
pistols, toy cannons, toy canes, or toy 
guns, in which explosives are used, 
the type of balloons which require fire 
underneath or propel the same, 
firecrackers, torpedoes, skyrockets, 
Roman candles. Dago bombs, 
sparklers, or other devices of like 
construction, and any tablets of other 
device containing any explosive 
substance, except that the term 
“fireworks” shall not include auto 
flares, paper caps containing not more 
than .25 grains of explosive substance 
per cap. toy pistols, toy canes, toy 
guns or other devices for use of such 
caps, the sale of which shall be per- 
mitted at all times.” 

Under the new ordinance, sale, use of 
and exploding of any fireworks, not 
•/ herwise tempted, *ouId be unlawful 
unless as provided in rules and 
regulations issued by the city council in 
permits issued for supervised public 
displays by authorized places and 
organizations. 

The new ordinance: forbids the 
manufacture of fireworks within the 
city of Romulus, permits a fire official 
to be present at public fireworks 
displays and to stop them if in violation 


of applications made for that display or 
are deemed hardous, forbids igniting 
of fireworks in public places, or on 
another person s property, or within 200 
feet of occupied dwellings. 

Written applications must be sub- 
mitted at least 15 days prior to display 
or discharge of fireworks for a permit. 
The permit would not be transferable ro 
be extended beyond dates cited in the 
application. 

In addition, the new fireworks or- 
dinance specifies that the permit ap- 
plicant must furnish a bond in an 
amount deemed sufficient to pay 
damages which may be caused to 
persons or property as a result of the 
display. y 

The ordinance stipulates that unfired 
fireworks and trash that remain after 
the display must be immediately 
disposed of in a safe manner approved 
by a fire official. 

Also, the ordinance specifies that 
police or fire officials can seize or 
remove all fireworks offered for sale oi 
stored in violation of the ordinance’s 
provisions at the owner’s expense. 
Confiscated items can be disposed of by 
the police or fire officials after 10 days 
written notice to the owner. 

Individuals and organizations who 
violate provisions of the fireworks 
ordinance are subject to a fine of up to 
$500, 90 days in jail, or both.

Begins 9th term 

Cong. Ford takes 


oath of 

Congressman William D. Ford <D- 
Taylor) was sworn into office by 
Speaker Thomas P. “Tip” O’Neill for 
his ninth term in the U.S. House of 
Representatives, and at the same time 
took on the duties of Chairman of the 
full Committee on Post Office and Civil 
Service. 

In this new leadership role, 
Congressman Ford will direct over- 
sight of the entire Federal civilian 
payroll of $63 billion, the total U.S. 
Postal Service’s budget and payroll of 
$39.5 billion and will have jurisdiction 
over almost three billion Federal civil 
service and postal workers. The 
Committee's jurisdiction also includes 
118 health plans available to these 
employees and 39 pension systems. 

“I’m very honored by these new 
responsibilities,” Congressman Ford 
said. “Chairing the Committee with 
jurisdiction over the entire Federal 
work force during this period in our 
nation’s history poses considerable 
challenges.” 

Other issues over which the Com- 
mittee has oversight responsibilities 
are the Hatch Act, which prohibits 
political involvement on the part of civil 
service workers, the decennial census, 
the general collection of statistics by 
the Federal government, and the 
establishment of Federal holidays and 
celebrations The recommendations of 
the President’s Quadrennial Pay 
Commission, which suggests govern- 
ment employee pay levels, also come 
before the Committee for review.

Congressman Ford joins neighboring 
Congressman John D. Dingell (D- 
Trenton) in rising to the ranks of full 
committee chairman in the 97th 
Congress. Not since 1950 has the State 
of Michigan had a congressman 
heading a full committee. 
Congressman Dingell chairs the House 
Committee on Energy and Power. Both 
were selected for the important posts 
by their Democratic colleagues based 
on seniority and leadership. 

Although he now chairs another full 
committee, Congressman Ford will 
retain his membership on the Com- 
mittee on Education and Labor, where 
he sits as the second ranking member 
in seniority With that high ranking 
comes his senior membership on both 
the Subcommittees on Elementary, 
Secondary and Vocational Education, 
and Postsecondary Education. 

“My new' duties w ill take up the lion s 
>hare of my schedule, but I plan to 
continue to play a strong role in 
monitoring and molding education and 
labor legislation to best suit the needs of 
my constituents,” Congressman Ford 
said. 

Congressman Ford was the Chair 
man of the Subcommittee on Post- 
secondary Education for the past four 
years, which gave him the unique 
opportunity of sponsoring two major 
higher education bills, the Middle In- 
come Student Assistance Act and the 
reauthorization of the Higher 
Education Act 


action to do so. 

Lowther had urged the settlement of 
the old legal bill at the previous 
council session.

Last week, the city attorney 
presented a detailed billing of the 
legal fees owed to Barris, Sott, Denn & 
Driker. The law firm was authorized 
by city' council June 10, 1975 to defend 
Trout against a lawsuit brought by 
then Councilman James Stewart 

Lowther’s written memorandum to 
the mayor and council stated: “It is 
my firm conviction that a settlement 
of $1,200 is in the best interest of the 
city and I would request authorization 
to settle the pending lawsuit for that 
amount.” 

A motion by Councilman Gerry 
Canejo to settle the suit in line with 
Lowther’s recommendation died for 
lack of support. 

In other action, council voted to 
lease a 16-foot van from Detroit Diesel 
Allison for $1 for the first year. 

In a letter to the mayor Dec 30, 
1980, David J. Paul, director of the 
DPW, said the van could be used to 
monitor the city’s storm sewer 
maintenance program. Also, he said, 
the van would aid in maintaining gate 
valves which serve as shutoffs for the 
city’s water mains. 

Council action authorized the mayor 
to enter into a lease agreement with 
Detroit Diesel Allison for the van 
Under the lease agreement, the city 
would be responsible for costs of 
maintenance and insurance. 

Council Aso concurred with the 
recommendation of Raymond Can- 
trell. purchasing director, to award a 
bid of . $6,650 to the Michigan Fire 
Rescue Equipment Corp for a Hurst 
power tool. 

The power tool, known as the “jaws 
of life”, is used to pry wrecked 
vehicles apart in accidents to ex- 
tricate trapped victims 

According to Fire Chief John 
Wilhide, Michigan Fire Rescue was 
the only bidder because it is the only 
supplier of such equipment in this 
area.

The jaunt to the supermarket these days always results in some new ad- 
dition for the pantry (a just-in-case stand-by) for my moments of “gour-

Does it 
mean cookery or piggery ..? Hm-m-m, there IS no such word. But had there 
been, it would have suggested “to eat like a glutton.”) 

Starting over once more, those non-staple items I find myself dropping in 
the stores’ 4-wheelers are the kind of things that can make an ordinary dish 
into a gourmet’s delight. 

A mere can of water chestnuts, for instance, can add crunch and texture to 
an otherwise mundane vegetable which can be doctored still further with 
some sliced fresh mushrooms, slivered almonds, fresh ginger root, some 
good grated cheese, etc., etc. And - in place of those buttered bread crumbs 
or canned onion rings atop that favorite casserole, Try sprinkling on some 
rice chow mein noodles, crushed Triscuits, potato chips or even leftover 
cereal 

It seems a fair share of “potpourri” readers like to see recipes featured a 
little more often so I experimented with this new and easy put-together to 
share with you. Admittedly, we seldom eat potatoes but, having ‘em left 
from the holidays and never one to waste, I teamed ‘em up with a low- 
caloried broiled scrod and equally non-fattening salad of sliced pickled beets 
and onion rings with a dusting of crumbled hard-cooked eggs and bacon bits, 
all on a bed of lettuce. 

You’ll probably find a hint of German potato salad here but it’s not quite 
the same and I hope you like . . . 


. . . SWEET-SOUR FRIED POTATOES 

•i cup butter or oleo 

1 small onion, chopped 
1 1 cup green pepper, chopped (and here’s where those you froze last summer 
can be used) 

3 cups sliced, cooked potatoes 
salt and pepper 

Combine above ingredients. Brown potatoes slowly, turning occasionally. 
Combine and add to above mixture: 

2 T. vinegar 
I T. water 

1 T. sugar 

• 4 tsp. dry mustard 

Continue to cook over medium heat until liquid is absorbed but not dry. 
Serves six.

And 
because it’s mighty rare that I don’t finish a book, I kept looking for some 
redeeming quality in this one as I read on. . .and on. 

^eems as it Follett wanted to cash in while his name was “hot and 
cranked out a couple hundred pages of pure tripe, throwing in some un- 
necessary orgyistic scenes to plump up a slowly deflating story. And, 
disappointingly, he uses the second-rate writers' ploy, and tosses in that 
beautiful young thing as a lifesaver for the middle-aged hero who comes 
across pretty much the dummy in this one. 

The book jacket reads better than the novel but when it states “Follett 
builds tension and suspense to a screaming pitch as he follows the ad- 
versaries across the infernal desert to a confrontation as startling as it is 
explosive” one wonders just what book THAT person had read. 

• Key to Rebecca” is NOT exciting and that screaming pitch referred to is 
more likely to be the poor person who paid good money for a “name” writer.

Is it just me — or is it really a love — 
hate relationship between the 
American press < taking in all aspects of 
the media) and the wives of our 
presidents?

Cbrrespondence from K. William Joyner. Wayne County Commissioner to the 
Wayne County board of Commissioners was read at the board meeting as 
follows: Attention, Mr Bernard Hanus, Director of Administration I respect- 
fully submt the following items be put on the agenda at the next meeting of the 
Board of Commissioners to be referred to the proper committee. 

1. That the Board of Commissioners support a credit for sales tax on bad 
debts and checks. This type of legislation would have a tremendous benefit and 
realize savings to Michigan retailers of over $2 million per year. Of the 45 states 
that have a sales tax, only 10 do not allow such a credit. Michigan is one of them. 

2. That the Board of Commissioners support a sales tax handling allowance. 

Presently, Michigan’s handling allowance for sales tax collection only allows 
the retailer to receive, as a reimbursement a maximum amount of $2 per month 
per store No other state has such a low, flat-fee handling allowance on tax 
collected and the state should draft legislation that includes a 2 percent reim- 
bursement of the tax collected This would at least partially compensate the 
retailer for cost incurred as a tax collector of the state. The Chamber Board will 
be dispatching a reply to Mr. Joyner’s letter favoring these proposals. 

A program was presented to the chamber on a Shoplifting Educational 
Program for the schools. A committee has been appointed to check into the 
feasibility and funding of this program with various other organizations and 
groups

County reorganizes warrants' unit 


Wayne County Department of Social 
Services has re-established its missing 
warrants unit in an effort to stem a 
rising, multimillion-dollar tide of lost 
and stolen welfare checks fraudulently 
cashed at supermarkets, banks and 
other retail establishments. 

The reorganized two-person missing 
warrants unit, which is part of the 
WCDSS Finance Division, is 
cooperating with merchants, banks and 
law enforcement agencies to identify 
clients who endorse checks and then 
report to WCDSS that the check was 
lost or stolen, leading to duplicate 
payments in the form of replacement 
checks 

“Working closely with supermarkets, 
notably the Associated Food Dealers of 
Michigan, we are developing a system 
that will reduce the opportunities for 
fraud and minimize problems ex- 
perienced by merchants and banks.” 
WCDSS Director Robert Little said. 

“Many merchants get burned when 
fraudulently endorsed checks are 
returned by the state with a stop 
payment order,’’ Edward Deeb, the 
Associated Food Dealers executive 
director, said "By working 
cooperatively with the state in this 
venture, we hope to prevent the loss of 
money by merchants and the state." 

“This check problem is grow-ing and 
causes great concern for the state, local 
merchants and banks alike,” said 
WCDSS Director Little. 

Little said 90,467 replacement checks 
w r ith a total value of $10.6 million were 
issued by the state last year to DSS 
clients 


“It has been estimated," he said, 
“that 60,619 or 67 percent of these 
checks were issued to Wayne County 
recipients and represented some $7.1 
million 

“We do not know, however, the 
percentage of checks cashed 
fraudulently,” he added 

Tbe value of replacement checks 
averaged $117 each. Little noted 

Deeb said merchant losses have more 
than doubled since the WCDSS missing 
warrants unit was closed in February 
1980 

“Such losses," he added, "cost 
supermarket operators alone more 
than $2 million last year." 

Under the new procedure outlined by 
Little, merchants and bankers will 
obtain a thumb print of the client 
cashing a welfare check along with the 
client’s signature. 

When a check is returned to the 
retailer with a stop payment order 
because it has been reported lost or 
stolen, the retailer or banker will hand 
deliver the returned check to the 
missing warrants unit 

The unit w ill send a letter to the client 
requesting that he or she come to the 
unit office where an affidavit must be 
signed attesting that the client did not 
endorse the original check. A thumb 
print is obtained along with the client’s 
signature. 

The affidavit and copy of the original 
warrant will be forwarded to the DSS 
Office of the Inspector General for an 
in-depth investigation which will in- 
clude a check of the signature and 
thumb print The Inspector General

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To master the camera, 
shutter speed is the key 


by BILL MCNEECE 
If you are ever going to realize full 
creative control in your photography 
you must master the numbers written 
all over your camera 
The shutter speeds are usually 
engraved on a knob residing on top of 
the camera 

With some cameras they may be 
found on or near the lens barrel. The 
numbers included are: 1000, 500, 250, 
125. 60. 30. 15. 8. 4. 2. 1. “1000” means 
one-one thousandth of a second. ‘'8” 
means one-eighth of a second So it goes 
until “one”, which means one second 
When one of these numbers is set at 
the appropriate knotch it controls the 
amount of time the shutter remains 
open 

The best way to understand how your 
shutter works is to watch it 
With no film in your camera, open the 
back and press the shutter release 
bulton while trying all of the shutter 


speeds. At the slower speeds you will 
see the shutter open and close Be 
careful not to touch it 
As shutter speeds are related to the 
shutter. F -stops are related to your lens 
diaphragm This gizmo makes round 
openings of different sizes, depending 
on the F-stop selected 
In other words, the diaphragm built 
into the lens “stops the lens down” to 
your pre-selected aperture Consider F 
stop and aperture to be synonymous 
You can watch this action by 
removing the lens from your camera, 
looking through it, and activating the 
“stop-down” lever on the back of the 
lens. 

While doing this you will notice that 
the larger the F-stop number, the 
smaller the circle is that the diaphragm 
forms as it “stops down.” 

This is because F-stop means nothing 
more than the product (or answer) of 
Die lens length divided by the diameter 
of the diaphragm opening. 


F-stops commonly found on the 
aperture ring around the lens are: 2, 
2.8. 4. 5 6. H, 1 1 . 16 You probably noticed 
lhat the shutter speeds were a 
mathematical progression. 1000 is 
twice as last as 500, 30 is one-half of 60 
ll is the same with F stop numbers F-2 
id lows twice as much light to strike the 
film as F-2. 8 and 1000 (one-one 
thousandth of a second) creates a 
splash of light on the film the same size 
as F 11 and 60 ( one-sixtv th of a second) 
The aperture has been sloped down 
from 2.8 to 11 and sixteen times less 
light has been allowed to go through the 
lens The shutter speed has been 
changed from 1000 to 60 and sixteen

The graying of America is becoming a crucial problem

When I was a laddie 
I lived with ma granny 
And many a hiding ma granny gi’ed 
me. 

Now I am a man 
And l live with ma granny 
And do to ma granny 
What she did to me. 

(traditional rhyme, anonymous) 

This gruesome little poem points 
to one of the most disturbing aspects 
of the "graying of America", the 
abuse of our older citizens by their 
own families. 

"Graying of America" refers to 
continuing growth of our older 
population. By the year 2000, 27 
percent more of us will be over 65, 52 
percent more will be over 75. Ac- 
cording to a recent series of 
Congressional hearings, as more 
older people live on, the problem of 
abuse also seems to be growing. 

University of Maryland professor 
Marilyn R. Block has reported that 
physical abuse is rare. For the most 
part, "elder abuse" means neglect, 
misuse or theft of money, verbal 
threats or overmedication to "keep 
grandpa quiet". Sometimes, sadly, 
older people are forced to enter 
nursing homes agairtst their will. 

A typical example might be the 
case of William Jones of Washington 
D.C. This 86-year-old man told 
Congressmen he could no longer 
care for his finances. When he asked 
a friend to do so, his son interfered. 

TTie son had his own name placed on 
his father’s bank account, and later 
confined William to the house, left 


him little to eat and threatened to 
poison him. 

Another example might be the 
elderly Massachusetts woman found 
wandering her snowy neighborhood 
clad only in nightclothes and slip- 
pers. Her four sons couldn’t agree on 
what to do about their "confused" 
mother, so they did nothing. 

Then there is the physical abuse — 
and it can be vicious. In one case a 
78-year-old Florida woman was 
beaten with the detachable leg of her 
wheelchair. Paralyzed, the woman 
was unable to cry out. A neighbor 
found her lying in blood. 

The culprit: her 36-year-old 
nephew who had no record to in- 
dicate he was capable of such 
violence. 

Other times, family members can 
damage frail elderly through actions 
that may not cause problems for 
younger people. During the hearings 
a "Mrs. X", explained how- her 
disturbed daughter began to deny 
her access to the kitchen, pushing, 
shoving and sometimes throwing 
her down. The older woman even- 
tually had to be hospitalized. 

This example is typical for 
another reason as well. The mother 
did not seek any help until after she 
had been hospitalized. She allowed 
her daughter to live with her for 18 
years without telling anyone about 
her suffering. She was ashamed. "I 
didn’t want anyone to know that I 
had raised a child capable of such 

actions," she said. 

In other words, domestic violence 
— of all kinds — is hidden by our 
belief that the family is a warm, 
harmonious group. We all believe 


that, and victims want us to believe 
that of their families too. 

According to the U S. Census 
Bureau, about 8 percent of the 
elderly are dependent on relatives. 
Of this group, "the majority of 
families are doing a good job caring 
for their older parents,” said 
Congressman Claude Pepper, 
chairman of the Select Committee 
on Aging of the U S. House of 
Representatives. "Only about 10 
percent of the dependent elderly are 
abused by their families," he said. 

The new studies report between 1 
and 5 percent of the entire elderly 
population — about a million people 
— experience some kind of abuse 
including neglect, theft and 
emotional trauma from threats. 
What can w r e do to help? 

First, researchers say we should 
begin with our children. Abused 
children, as the above poem 
suggests, may grow into adults who 
abuse children, spouse or parents. 

Second, we must realize that 
"living with granny" is slated to 
become an inevitable part of family 
life. During the “graying of 
America", the elderly will become a 
factor in many social problems they 
have not figured in before. Domestic 
strife is just one. 

Such conflict is more likely. 
Congressman Pepper reminds us, 
"when persistently high inflation 
and widespread unemployment 

contribute to personal frustration. 
Destructive actions may surface." 

Third, we should also try to reduce 
the acceptability of violence in our 
society as seen in the casual 
beatings that take place on an en- 


dless stream of youth-oriented 
prime time television show's. 

Fourth, government action can 
create legal protection for the 
elderly. Fifty states have child 
protection laws, but only 12 have 
similar safeguards for adults. This 
legislation includes mandatory 
reporting laws that compel in- 
dividuals such as physicians, nurses 
and social workers to report 
suspected abuse or neglect. It also 
prevents these individuals from 
being sued. 

More states whould pass these 
laws, as they may reduce the stigma 
of abuse and encourage some older 
folks to seek assistance. 


Traditionally, the elderly are least 
likely to report crime. 

Finally, we need to make it easier 
for elderly people to live out their 
lives in their own communities. It is 
fortunate that a growing number of 
options are now- available for older 
people who need some help, but 
don’t really need the intensive 
medical care of a nursing home or 
other institution. 

Medicaid, Medicare and the Older 
American Act have provided limited 
funds for services to families. Here 
and there senior citizens centers are 
offering adult day care. In most 
counties, local tax dollars and 


United Way funds provide a small 
amount of home health care or 
homemaker programs, but the 
demand for these services far ex- 
ceeds available resources. It is 
obvious a much more com 
prehensive approach is needed. 

As Senator David Pryor (D-Ark. 
has said, "These studies send th< 
message that we better look at this 
problem — now. The birth rate if 
down and people are living longer 
as a result there will be more olde, 
people and fewer children to helj 
elderly relatives. This means th« 
day-to-day stresses on familie 
caring for older relatives is likely t 
increase." 


Aliens must register this month 


All aliens in the United States on 
Jan 1. 1981 will be required under 
the Immigration and Nationality Act 
to report their current address 
during January. 

According to the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service of the U.S. 
Dept, of Justice, this action is 
required even though the alien’s 
address has not changed since his 
hist report. The report is made each 
year. 

Aliens may go to any U.S. post 
office or any Immigration and 
Naturalization Office and ask for the 
address report card. From 1-53. 
When completed, the card should be 
mailed with a stamp on the reverse 
side. 

Care should be taken not to fold or 
tear the card 

The federal law does not apply to 
aliens on diplomatic duty or to those 
who are accredited to the United 


Nations. 

The parent or legal guardian of an 
alien child under 14 years of age 
must submit an address report for 
such child Any alien who is tem- 
porarily absent from the United 
States on Jan. 1 must report his 
address within 10 days after return. 

Information needed on the card is: 
address, date and place of birth, 
country of citizenship, occupation, 
typo of firm or business in which 
employed, social security number, 
date and place of entry into the 
United States, date when current 
immigration status was received, 
and alien registration number. 

/Mien registration number is the 
one proceded by the letter "A" on 
the alien registration receipt card. 

/Miens admitted temporarily to the 
United States should write "non- 
immigrant" in the space provided 
on the report form show ing the alien 


registration number. If the alien 
newly arrived and has not receive 
an alien registration receipt can 
‘ not received" should be written i 
that space. If the receipt has bee 
lost, ‘lost" should be written in tl 
space and immediate applicatic 
made lor a new receipt on Form 14 
at the nearest office of the U.: 
Immigration and Naturalizatic 
Service. 

/Miens who are required to repc 
their address and who willfully « 
inexcusably fail to report that i. 
lormation are liable to be taken in 
custody and deported. Such a lie; 
could be fined or imprisoned befoi 
deportation. 

Citizens of the United States a 
requested by the Immigration ai 
Naturalization Service to remii 
aliens of their registratic 
responsibilities.

Reforms in 
workmens ' comp, 
unemployment

Recent reforms in our workers’ and unem- 
ployment compensation systems are going to 
make Michigan a better place in which to work 
and do business. 

The need for reform was clear. The workers’ 
compensation system had not been overhauled 
since 1969, while unemployment compensation was 
last addressed in 1975. We had heard similar 
complaints regarding both systems, benefits to 
deserving workers were too low, while the 
systems’ costs to employers were too high. 

In this time of great economic distress in our 
state, it was imperative that we put aside rhetoric 
and historical antagonism and produce needed 
reforms now Intensive, week-long negotiations 
among myself. House Speaker Bobby Crim, 
Senate Minority Leader Robert VanderLaan. 
House Minority Leader William Bryant and 
Governor Milliken resulted in two major reform 
packages 

I believe the reform packages, subsequently 
passed by the legislature, significantly improve 
worker benefits while rectifying many of the 
business sector’s complaints. 

Following are highlights of the changes in our 
workers’ and unemployment compensation 
systems: 

WORKERS’ COMPENSATION 

•After January, 1982, injured workers will be 
entitled to benefits equal to 80 percent of their 
after-tax incomes The present standard is two- 
thirds of gross wages Workers’ average weekly 
wages are to be based on their highest 39 weeks of 
earnings in the 52 weeks preceding injury or 
death 

•Maximum benefits will be pegged at 90 percent 
of the state average weekly wage (SAWWi, up 
from 66 2 :i percent of the SAWW A worker injured 
under the present formula can receive a 
maximum of $210 a week, while under the new- 
formula the maximum benefit will rise to $282 per 
week. 

•Minimum benefit levels will be eliminated, 
ending situations in which employers sometimes 
have to pay injured workers more in workers’ 
compensation than they paid them in wages 
However, minimum benefits will be retained in 
cases of death « 50 percent of SAWW » and specific 
losses < 25 percent of SAWW > 


•All workers injured through 1979 and still 
disabled would receive cost-of-living increases of 
up to 50 percent, to be paid out of the state’s 
general fund. 

•Conditions of aging, including but not limited to 
heart and mental conditions, will have to be both 
real and related to the workplace “in a significant 
manner" before they are compensable. 

•Compensation for mental and emotional 
problems will have to be based on actual— not 
imagined— events in the workplace, and injuries 
resulting from social and recreational activities 
w ill not be compensable. 

•Claims for workers’ compensation will have to 
be filed w'ithin two years of the date of the injury 
or the discovery of a work-related disease. 

•Workers’ compensation benefits are to be 
reduced by the amount of any unemployment 
compensation received for the same period. 

UNEMPLOYMENT COMPENSATION 

•Beginning in March, 1981, weekly benefits will 
be set at 70 percent of the worker’s after-tax 
earnings, to a maximum of 58 percent of the 
SAWW Presently benefits are based on 60 percent 
of gross income 

•Maximum benefits will rise for the first time 
since 1975 from $97 a week for a single worker and 
$136 a week for a worker with four dependents to 
$182 a week for all unemployed workers. 

•The average benefit check will rise by 22 
percent, from $99 to $121. 

•Benefits are eliminated for workers who 
voluntarily quit their jobs, or who are fired for 
misconduct, sabotage or minor theft However, 
voluntary quits could requalify for benefits after 
holding a new job for at least seven weeks 

•To qualify for unemployment compensation, 
workers will need at least 18 weeks of employment 
Uip from 14) and weekly earnings of at least $67 
< up from $25) 

•Overall, businesses will save a total of $14.2 
million with the reforms. 

•The unemployment compensation reforms will 
be reviewed upon their expiration in April, 1983

The small 
businessman

Small businesses are usually the half- 
remembered people in the community. 

But they are also the people who form the 
hard-core of any community. 

Ironically, there is an -abundance of news 
when it comes to “big businesses” — General 
Motors, Ford and Chrysler— and govern- 
ment usually lends an ear to their problems. 

“But there really is no vehicle for the small 
businesses to express our concerns or 
opinions because we are small,” said Frank 
McMurray. an appointed delegate to the 
recent Regional Conference on Small 
Businesses held at the Detroit Plaza. 

McMurray and David J. Willett, publisher 
of The Associated Newspapers, were ap- 
pointed last year by Gov. Milliken to take part 
in a series of conferences on the problems of 
small businesses. 

The series will climax in Lansing during the 
week of May 10 through 14, when delegates 
will share what they have learned and heard 
and discussed in the conferences. 

McMurray believes that if there are no 
changes in the immediate future to help the 
“small businessmen, there is a good 
possibility that they will soon become ex- 
tinct. 3 

1 

“Big business can cope with the erratic 
changes of the economy.” McMurray con- 
tends, “However, small businesses do not 
have the means or can’t financially withstand 
most of the whims of our economy.” 

McMurray said the government has caused 
most of the problems by “paper work,” the 
“high cost of unemployment insurance” and 
taxes. 

“Do you know the time it takes for us to 
complete the paper work that the government 
demands from us?” McMurray continues. 
“We just don’t have the time or staff to file all 
the necessary, forms they want from us. 

“And when big business needs loans, these 
loans are usually available to them with low 
interest. Big business has lobbyists at all 
levels of government, and big business as well 
as big labor has put the squeeze on us, the 
small businessmen.” 

What the series of conferences is ac- 
complishing, according to the immediate past 
president of the Canton Township Chamber of 
Commerce, is that “they are giving small 
businesses an identity. 

“In fact, one of the delegates got up and told 
theconference that he had felt that he was the 
only one with these kinds of problems 
However, after listening to the other! 
delegates, he has discovered that we’re all in ■ 
the same boat.’ ” 

Let’s hope that it’s not the Titanic. 

A state Farm Insurance agent in Canton 
since 1963, McMurray also resides in that 
township He has been active in Western 
Wayne County business and politics for some 
time. 

Lt Gov Brickley, who has been making the 
rounds of the conferences, usually as the 
guest speaker, told the delegates that “in 
order lor the state to continue to be healthy, 
we must create more jobs.

Brickley pointed out that “97 percent of the 
new jobs created in the last seven years have 
been created by the small businessman.”

Bounty Hunter seeks to capture hard 


rock market

Special to Playtime terseetion a small factory stands dark 

and silent. There is no night shift at 
In the early evening hours of a this plant and the work day ended 
wintry Tuesday, western Wayne several hours ago. At the rear of the 
County commuters slide their autos building traffic from the nearby 
through the slippery intersection of crossroads sounds like a muted hiss. 
Ford Road and Venoy. It’s nearly seven o’clock when a lone

auto swings into the drive of the shop 
and heads for the rear of the factory. 
The young driver shuts off his engine 
and waits in his car. During the 
stretch of several minutes a few more 
young men arrive in an assortment of 
cars and vans. 

They assemble at the rear door of 
the building, huddled in the winter 
chill, until one of their members 
produces a key to open the door. 

A couple of the young men are 
carrying long, narrow leather cases as 
they enter the building. 

A witness to such a clandestine 
meeting might well imagine that this 
group could be involved in some sort 
of mysterious dealings. Perhaps in- 
dustrial espionage, some sort of para- 
military group or conspiracy? 

Conspiracy might well be the right 
word, because these young men are 
the members of the new rock band 
Bounty Hunter. And. they are plotting 
to capture the attention of hard rock 
fans in the Detroit area and 
elsewhere. 

The five-member band was 
originated by Canton resident John 
Schiller in the fall of 1979 and has been 
holding thrice-weekly practice 
sessions at the factory where he is 
employed. 

Schiller, 27, the keyboard man, at 
first signed up 24-year-old drummer 
Jim Mooradian of Dearborn, and 
Detroiter Bill White, 32, as bass 
guitarist. Soon to follow were vocalist 
Tom (Frenchy) Farless, 27, of Detroit 
and lead guitarist Mike Forsvth, who 
is 24. 

After over a year and hundreds of 
hours of practice sessions, the group 
seems headed toward musical 
recognition. They have recently 
headlined at the Punch and Judy 
Theatre in Grosse Pointe and have 
released a record, which is available 
at several record shop chains. 

Operating under the slogan: 
“Surrender Your Soul to Rock and 
Roll,” Bounty Hunter recently 
released the single “Rock Will Do You 
In,” and the flip side, “Don’t Turn 
Back” on the Artie Records label. 

According to Schiller, every 
member of the group has had previous 
experience with other rock bands. 
White, the senior member, w r as part of 
the Amboy Dukes in the late 1960’s 
along with Ted Nugent and also did a 
stint with Nugent when he formed his 
own band in the early 1970’s. His hard- 
driving bass line playing can still be

heard today whenever radio stations 
paly the Dukes’ hit, “Journey to the 
Center of the Mind.” 

Forsyth and Farless are former 
members of the rock group Zooster. 

The band has been making their 
own arrangements for concerts 
through the aid of an attorney rather 
than signing with a booking agency or 
agent 

“You sign with an agency,” said 
Mooradian, “and all they’re interested 
in is making money— so they’ll stick 
you in the bars every week.” 

“We’ve all paid our dues in the past 
one way or another in those gloomy, 
smokey, slimy bars and we’re not 
going back,” Mooradian said. 

“We want to be the next major rock 


act out of Detroit,” Schiller em- 
phasized in his booming bass voice. 

Bounty Hunter members feel they 
are beyond the stage of being a bar 
band and can do battle with any rock 
group of national reputation. 

Although the major record com- 
panies are located on the east and 
west coasts, the group members agree 
they w-ant to stay in Detroit and 
establish themselves as a Motor City 
rock group first. 

According to Mooradian, “We have 
had an offer from a management firm 
in Florida through our record com- 
pany to start in April as openen? for 
big name acts appearing down there, 
but we’ve decided to stay here.” 

“We feel we want to be known as a 


Detroit band and thal we haven*! 
exhausted all the possibilities in this 
area,” he said. 

The band members divide up the 
chores of the group and say that there 
is no one leader in Bounty Hunter 

White and Forsyth are credited with 
writing most of the lyrics for the 
group “We do strictly our own 
original material and no one elsr’s” 
White said. 

Mooradian. a researcher for a law 
lirm. handles many of the groups 
business matters 

Roadies Terry Shearer and Mark 
Clough lake care of setting up the 
group s equipment at rehearsals and 
concerts.

Performance lacks total effort 


Audience mesmerized by Berry

For many it was a day that will be 
remembered for a long time as the 
day Ann Arbor was graced with a 
piece of rock and roll history. 

Prism Productions and Second 
Chance hosted Chuck Berry for two 
shows as a part of the Tidalwave 
concert series. 

From a technical standpoint, 
Berry’s act was only passable. 
However, his overall presence was 
enough to mesmerize the crowd. It 
was at if, in deference to his im- 
mensely successful and lengthy 
career, the audience accorded Berry 
all the respect, and even love, due a 
talent of his proportions. The fact they 
were seeing Chuck Berry outweighed 
any lack of effort on his part. 

The 54-year-old patriarch of rock 
and roll took the stage in a humble 
fashion. After a mushy introduction by 
one of the WABX Jocks, the MAN 
came out. plugged in his old red 
guitar, waved to the audience, and 
launched into “Roll Over, Beethoven ” 

The tune brought the excited crowd 
to its feet. They were eager to be 
pleased. Many had heard of Berry, but 
few had ever seen him. They were 
determined to like the show . 

The show- started slow. Berry’s 
guitar kept losing tune and he did not 
even play his own leads on the guitar, 
allowing another member of his band 
to pick up the slack. As the show- 
progressed. Berry began to warm-up 


Eventually he began to play his own 
leads, displaying a musical talent, 
honed by some 30 years of practice. 

As he began to play “Johnny B. 
Goode,” Berry, displaying a trademark 
accorded him for many years, launched 
into his famous “Duckw-alk” across the 
stage. 

As if the excitement of one Berry 
wasn’t enough. Chuck brought his 
lovejy daughter Ingrid on to sing a few 
duets with him He didn’t comment on 
plans for her; however. I’m sure if she 
wanted to pursue a professional 
singing career, she has the talent to 
hold her own, even without the senior 
Berry’s help 

Berry’s price tag for the two shows 
was $10,000 Prism Productions 
president Tom Stachler had been 
quoted as saying. He sets a high 
ticket and if anybody is crazy enough 
to pay it. he’ll come and do a show " 

When asked to comment on this. 
Stachler said that maybe crazy isn’t 
the right w-ord to use. 

Was it worth the money? 

“Definitely.” he said

"Writing and discovering new talent 
are creative outlets.’’ explained 
Woodrow while relaxing last week in 
the Wayne apartment he shares with 
his wife, Rosemary. “About II years 
ago I started out in a band called G.C. 
Woodrow and the Woodsmen Our lead 
singer was a guy named Mike Wood 
“What an awful name for a band, 
he frowned, leaning back in Ins chair 
I-ater we had a female vocalist and 
the band's name was (’lass Unlimited 
Now we have this new group that 
doesn’t have any identity yet 
“Everybody's into their own bag as 
they say and just starting to jell 
together. We re versatile enough to 
play a variety of music, everything hut 
hard rock. That means everything from 
country and jazz to 50s music and 
middle of the road rock.” 

In addition to the local wedding and 
party scene, one can listen to 
Woodrow these days at the Wayne 
Flea Market promoting his album. 
“Live at the Belcrest.” Woodrow-

me " 

Woodrow laughed at the mere 
thought Obviously, his handicap 
makes some feel uncomfortable 

Yet bis music makes most 
audiences very comfortable And to a 
creative artist that’s all that really 
matters

What a delightful 
cinema package this 
film should have been, 
and very nearly is. 

Look at the 
ingredients The film 
stars three fine comedy 
performers — Chevy 
Chase. Charles Grodin 
and Goldie Hawn. 
Feeding them the funny- 
lines is Neil Simon, a 
man who seems to have 
a limitless supply of 
such things. 

As director, there’s 
Jay Sandrich who 
directed many of the 
episodes of TV's “Mary 
Tyler Moore Show.” 
This is indeed a sizeable 
gathering qf talent, but 
somehow not enough of 
it is transferred to the 
screen 

Whenever Neil 
- Simon’s name appears 
on the marquee, the 
-. audience ktrows they 
, • are usually in for a good 
K time. Majjv of his 
^•previous works are 
>;classics of American 
comedy with titles such 
* as “The Sunshine 
. Hons,” “The Goodbye 
*; Girl* ’ and “The Odd 
^Couple" to his credit. 

But occasionally even 
-;iSieil Simon is not up to 
the level of Neil Simon 
- i for example, “Star- 
-Spangled Girl”) and 
“Seems Like Old 
Times’’ falls into that 
[category. 


Simon’s last screen 
effort was his adap- 
tation of his own 
Broadway hit “Chapter 
Two.’’ This story told of 
a writer who meets and 
marries a woman soon 
after the death of his 
first wife As a serio- 
comic tale, the film was 
very nearly the account 
of his own marriage to 
Marsha Mason who 
starred as the lead role 
in Simon’s film and in 
his life as well 

“Seems Like Old 
times’’ must have been 
penned by Simon as a 
counterpoint to that 
film, as this one takes 
the same basic plot line, 
but changes it into a 
slapstick farce. Goldie 
Hawn plays the woman 
who is happily married 
to Charles Grodin. but 
cannot escape the 
fumbling affections of 
her former husband, 
played by Chevy Chase. 

Chase gets involved in 
a bank robbery and 
calls upon Hawn, a 
practicing attorney for 
the underprivileged, for 
some aid and abetting, 
with Chevy hoping this 
w ill change to aid anda- 
beddingi 

The mark of Simon is 
certainly present here 
as the one-liners and 
absurd dialogue run 
throughout the film, 
with the drawing-room 
farce formula done 
nearly as well as Walter 
Matthau’s sequence in 
“California Suite.” 

Chevy Chase still 
substitutes antics for 
acting, and the ending is 
simply a cessation of the 
farce, but Hawn con- 
tinues to be delightful, 
and mediocre Simon is 
better than no Simon.

The market seemed to 
exist for a follow-up 
film, so the producers of 
Hollywood said, “Let 
there be a sequel,” and 
voila, here is “Any 
Which Way You Can.” If 
you saw and enjoyed the 
first film, you’ll 
probably enjoy the 
second as well. 

TTiis film will no doubt 
dow'ell at the box office, 
but not in the big cities. 


as this is definitely a 
“down home” movie. I 
saw f the film in New 
York City with an 
average NYC crowd and 
there is one scene that 
illustrates this point. 

As you remember 
from film number one, 
Eastwood plays the 
owner of a junkyard 
who also happens to be 
just about the best bare- 
knuckle fighter around. 
At one point in the film 
Eastw'ood nonchalantly 
walks over to a wrecked 
car and lifts the entire 
engine block out of the 
car and carries it over 
to a workbench. 

On 3rd Avenue and 
63rd Street in New York 
this got absolutely no 
reaction. But in the 
more rural areas of the 
country where folks 
know that no one short 
of Superman could even 
budge an entire engine 
block, this scene is 
bound to bring forth 
some comment from the 
crowds. 

So also does it go with 


the rest of the film. 
Eastwood again is 
challenged to a bare- 
knuckle fight, is run by 
the mob with another 
fighter who’s a bit 
tougher than his former 
opponents. 

He is once again 
surrounded by this 
unique gathering of 
characters, ranging 
from his brother 
(Geoffrey Lewis) to his 
girlfriend (Sondra 
Locke) to his delight- 
fully neurotic mother 
(Ruth Gordon) and let 
us not forget his 
sidekick Clyde, the most 
successful orangutan in 
the history of the 
cinema. 

With country songs by 
Glen Campbell and Jim 
Stafford, among others, 
the film is filled with 
plenty of beer-drinking 
and brawling and cop- 
fooling and hard- 
driving country boys.

Some Lennon tributes 
rate as pure trash 


It should come as no great surprise to 
anyone that the book-magazine 
marketplace is suddenly overrun with 
“John Lennon Memorials.” 

At last count, there were nine different 
magazines on my local bookshelf with 
titles like “John Lennon: A Tribute” and 
“John And The Beatles — a Memorial.” 

Most of these are nothing short of ex- 
ploitive trash and should be treated as 
such, but as a bookseller told me “The 
people are eating it up.” Sad, but true. 

A situation similar to this arose 
following the death of Elvis Presley, but 
where his death was sinister (mostly 
because of his faithful fans’ disbelief of 
drug use), Lennon’s was too real, too 
violent, and unfortunately, too common. 
But still, in just a few days following the 
shooting, paperback books started ap- 
pearing on shelves. 

Lennon’s own two books were reissued. 
Rolling Stone magazine’s lengthy in- 
terview with the former Beatle was again 
released under it’s original title of 


“Lennon Remembers.” No rip-off here, 
“Lennon Remembers” is as good a look 
inside John as we were ever allowed, and 
every fan should have this. 

On the other hand, avoid at all costs - 
as if you had to be told — a book called 
“John Lennon: What Happened?” 
Reading as if it was written the night of 
Lennon’s tragic demise, this “book” is an 
insult, both to John and to his fans. Some 
people 1 have talked to are boycotting 
stores which carry this book, and at least 
one store has withdrawn it from it’s 
shelves. 

Another book to be avoided is “John 
Lennon: a Personal Pictorial Diary.” 
Consisting mainly of old, oft-published 
photos, the so-called text included is 
handwritten, and begins, “To John, from 
someone who loves you.” To my mind, 
someone who loved him wouldn't be 
taking advantage of his death in this 
cheap, exploitive way. 

On the brighter side, Rolling Stone 
magazine put out a special Lennon issue, 


chocked full of intelligent, well written 
articles on the marl and his inlluence. At 
first, some people were put off by the 
cover photo, which features John, lying 
naked on his side, hugging Yoko, his wife. 

Sensationalism it’s not, because as is 
explained inside, the photos were taken a 
few hours before his death, and it was 
Lennon himself that picked that pose 
After seeing the prospective shot, he said 
“That’s it! You’ve captured our 
relationship perfectly." 

Photographer Annie Leibovitz agreed 
with Lennon, and they shook on it. Yoko 
made the final selection the next day. 

My main point here, is that I hope you 
will use care in deciding on which, if 
any, of the “Memorials" now on the 
market. On the night of his death, as 
mourners were lined up outside of his 
New York apartment, a man was selling 
buttons proclaiming “John Lennon; 
1940-1980." less than two hours after the 
shooting. Now that’s integrity. 



This paperback, "John Lennon — In His Own Write & 
A Spaniard in the Works," is a good buy at $2.95 
considering that the original prose once sold Tor 
upwards of $20. It's published by Signet.

“I’m very proud that our team has been selected as the No. 1 team in the 
state,” said Gerry Malecek, Belleville High’s head coach coach, “however, I 
believe it’s going to be very difficult to maintain that status all the way. 

“One of the reasons why I feel this way is because only two from the 
regionals will qualify tocompete for the state titles,” added Malecek. “I feel 
as a dual meet team we are very well balanced, but when you get into the 
state tournament there are a lot of factors involved, and you really need 
‘blue chippers’ to win the state championship.” 

Malecek, 30, who has been coaching at Belleville High since 1972, has 
never had the No. 1 team. But the Tigers have won three Suburban 8 Con- 
ference championships and one district title. 

Belleville’s only ‘mar’ this year in an 8-0-1 record is a 28-28 tie inflicted by 
Westland John Glenn and Malecek is quick to point out “that a coaching 
strategy backfired on him” during the meet. 

“I wanted to get our kids fired up for the Trenton meet,” Malecek said, 
“and I juggled our line-up but it didn’t work out the way 1 thought it would.” 

This is Belleville’s initial recognition as the top team in the state, however 
New Boston Huron has been there before. Fourth-year coach Tom Fritz 
knows the torment well. 

“Yes, I’m pleased that my colleagues would think so highly of our team,” 
Fritz commented, “but the road to the state title is filled with a lot of thorns. 
They know it. And we know it. But it is an honor anyway and we’re going to 
enjoy it as long as it lasts. We hope it’s right up to the end.” 

New* Boston captured the Class B state crown back in 1978 and has held on 
the conference title for the past seven years. 

TTiis year the Chiefs are boosting a 7-0-1 over-all record and have won the 
Schoolcraft Invitational title — the first time any “B” team has ever done so. 
They also have stashed away first place trophies for their over all per- 
formances at Westland John Glenn and their own invitational. Add to that 
hardware are trophies for finishing second at the Belleville and Woodland 
(Grand Rapids) Invitationals. 

You’ll find the complete Class A and Class B listing at the end of the 
column. 

And, since we’re on the subject of wrestling, when the “old pro” Bob Lusk, 
Westland John Glenn’s wrestling mentor, took his Rockets up to the Minert 
Invitational, he was pleasantly surprised to learn that the Flint Beecher 
delegation was coached by one of his former proteges, Mike Hill. 

Hill, also a former All-Area grappler, apparently learned his lesson well at 
Glenn. His team nosed out the Westlanders 149-147 to w in the championship. 

Glenn also lost one of its most loyal wrestling fans, Ralph Putloski, w ho 
passed away on Christmas Day. Mr. Putloski succumbed to a fatal heart 
attack. He was an active Glenn athletic booster and chairman of many 
Rocket projects. Mr. Putloski’s son Greg, also wrestled for Coach Lusk’s 
team back in the mid-seventies. 

And Ed Baum, ex-Romulus High athletic director and now’ an assistant 
principal in the Romulus Community School District, is reported in fair 
condition at Harper Hospital. 

Baum is recuperating from a cancer operation. He’s in room V-515.
